uutcry whatever. He was dead when 
che men reached his side and picked 
him up.

After alluding t» th« enor- 
mous increase in the ordinary erpea- 
ditores of the government, he review- 
ed th« war taxes and said that the!

al exchequer gave reasons- for carcfal 
thought and even anxiety for the fa-! 
tur». "The cost of th« war In South. 
Africa is enormous," said Sir Michael. 
"It still drags. It may be. when next 
year comes, that I may have to ask 
the people of this country to bear even 
greater burdens and to make even 
greater sacrifices." 


Sir Michael Hicks-B*aeh also an- 


nouaced that th* government was 
communicating with the authorities in 
South Africa with a view to a change 
in the situation in tie concentration 
camps and to an amelioration of their 
conditions.

He has nerer in- 
tended to ronaia the full period at 
the war office and he is credited •with 
a desire to pass the winter of his days 
in quiet retirement in India. While 
the war lasts, however, it is almost 
certain the commaader-in-chief win 
not leave his post, reports to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.

The naming of a Japanese baby is not 


simply tiie bftOTrinz a name upon it soon 
after its birth by which it shall be known 
doling its lifetime. The name of a Japa- 
nese is changed at various oeriods of his 
life. 


When a Japanese child is a month old, 


he is iriven his first name with national 
religions ceremonies. The child is taken 
in state to the family temple. Servants 
carry the entire infantile wardrobe, the 
extent of which indicates the degree of 
wealth and the social position of the fa- 
ther. At the end of the procession a serv- 
ant, walks, carrying a box which contains 
money to be given to the 
officiating 


priest acd a slip of paper" on which the 
three names are written. 


Oa entering the temple the father 


hands the paper containing the names to 
the prie.-t, who copies them on three sep- 
arate sheets, which he mixes and shakes 
up at random, while pronouncing in a 
loud vi"uce a sac- mental invocation to 
the god to whom • . • temple is dedicated. 
He then tosses thcai ;n the air, and the 
first oae that loaches the holy fioor is se- 
lected as the choice of the presiding di- 
vinity. This name is written on a piece 
of paper by the priest and is given to the 
child's father a.« a talisman. During the 
ceremony sacred songs, with instrumen- 
tal accompaniments, are chanted. Visits 
to relatives and friends of the parents 
follow ibe christening in celebration of 
which festivities of various kinds are in- 
dulged in and presents given to the child. 


The Japanese child wears loose gar- 


ments uutil he is three year*- of age. At 
that time they are discarded, and his 
clothes are bound around his waist with 
a girdle. The girdle ceremonies are pnlv 
lic and are accompanied by very elabo- 
rate religions rites On that occasion be 
receives a new anmc. His education be- 
gins at thi? period and is considered fin- 
ished at Sfrecn. at which time he attains 
his majority. He assumes the responsi- 
bilities of a man and takes his place in 
society with a new name. 


Entering upon the duties of a public 


function, he takp« another name, which i"* 
''fc.Tnsrfd npon pv,-ry advancement in rank 
or dizniiy :n hi> ofiloi.u position.

name is chnnsed up^n the slightest pre- 
text.
